UNBRIDLED PASSION 


Leads to the Murder of a Louisiana 


Judge 


UD THE K1LLIKG OF FOUR ISROCEKTS 


Buipocled ol Attempts to Conceal the 


Hiding Plaeo ot ihe Murderer—Wo- 


men Flogged and Men Hanged 


and Kicked to Death. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept 18.—There was 


a triple lynching almost within the 
shadow of the city Saturday night, 
but it was conducted so quietly that 
the account of the horrible affair pub- 
lished yesterday morning was quite a 
surprise to the community. The vic- 
tims of the vengeance of the mob were 
three negro brothers named Julian, 
and the crime which they expiated in 
so summary a manner was the shield- 
Ing of a ,'fourth brother, Bosevlus 
Julian, who on Friday afternoon shot 
Judge Victor Espinolt to death while 
trying him for a trivial offense, se- 
riously wounded the judge's son and 
then made good his escape. 


The shooting occurred in the court 


room, aud the murderer continued fir- 
Ing until 'the judge, who attempted to 
close in upon him, fell mortally 
wounded immediately outside and to 
the left of the building. The brutal 
negro then stood over the prostrate 
form of his victim and fired a fourth 
shot which ie supposed to be the one 
that passed through the heart. 


Officer Forbes ran to assist the judge, 


and the negro ran across the grounds 
for his cabin. Just at this time August 
Espinolt, ason of the murdered official, 
who is employed on the Carrollton 
road, was coming from his work and 
gave chase to the man whom he had 
just seen murder his father. The negro 
reached his cabin and coming out fired 
two shots at the young man, who sought 
safety in the house adjoining the resi- 
dence of Mr. Charles Florey. The ne- 
gro provided himself well with ammu- 
nition while in the cabin, for dur- 
ing his stay he grabbed up a valise 
and a Winchester a rifle. It was from 
this rifle that be fired the two shots by 
which young Espinolt was wounded. 
The negro made for the swamps in the 
rear of the city, and being perfectly 
familiar with them was soon in safe 
hiding. 


Posses were immediately organized 


and all night and all Saturday the 
surrounding country was scoured, but 
the search was fruitless so far as the 
real criminal was concerned. 
The 


mot her, two brothers and two sisters 
of the negro Koseylus were arrested at 
the Black Ridge, m the rear of the 
city, by the police and were taken to 
the little jail on Judge Espinolt's 
place, 
about 
4 o'clock. 
Another 


brother was arrested later in the day 
in the same neighborhood and taken 
to the same jail. What caused the 
arrest of the mother and two sis- 
ters was that on a visit being made to 
the house these females were found 
wrapping up some clothing and a loaf 
of bread. This aroused the suspicion 
that the articles were to be conveyed 
to the fugitive. The brothers were 
discovered going over th* Black Bidge 
and had a shirt bundled up as if it 
were intended for Julian. This natur- 
ally aroused suspicion against them. 
The two brothers were caught coming 
out of the swamps, and as they per- 
sistently refused to state whence they 
had come, they fell! under the bane of 
doubt, hence all the arrest*. 


In the pursuit made by the different 


posses during the day great lack of 
isystem waa demonstrated. They con- 
tinually came upon one another's 
tracks, and a great many becoming 
disgusted with the aimless manner In 
which the hunt was being- engineered, 
came in and refused to further partici- 
pate in the chase. Toward nightfall 
the men who had been out man-hunt- 
ing all day, and having met with no 
success, though they had frequently 
been sent on wild-goose chases, began 
to grow fretful, and as the darkness 
thickened around them their fretful- 
ness grew into desperation, and they 
determined to do something to compel 
the relatives of the fugitive to disclose 
his whereabouts. The aroused popu- 
lace was generally in favor of taking 
no harsh action against the females, 
but as to the males, they appeared de- 
termined to string them up or make 
them talk. 


About 11 o'clock a body consisting 6f 


about twenty-five men, some armed 
with rifles and shot-guns, came up to 
the jail and lit a lantern. They un- 
locked the door and then held a con- 
ference among themselves as to what 
they should do. Some of them were 
In favor of hanging the whole five, 
while others raised objections and in- 
sisted that only two of the brothers, 
the short one and the tall one, Valsin 
and Bakal, should be taken out and 
strung up This was finally agreed to 
and several ot the men went into the 
jail and 
coming out 
afterwards 


brought with them the two doomec 
negroes. They were hurried across t« 
a pasture, 100 yards distant and there 
asked to take their last chance of sav- 
ing their lives by making a oonfess- 
sion. 


The negroes made no reply. They 


were then told to kneel down and 
pray. One did so and the other re- 
mained standing; but 
both prayed 


fervently. The taller negro was thei 
hoisted up. Ihe smaller one stoot 
gazing at the horrible death of his 
brother without flinching. Fully fif- 
teen minutes elapied before the sec 
ond brother was strong up. The mob 
remained standing at the place for 
about half an hoar, when some one 
suggested that they go back and hang 
the three others. This was opposed b; 
several, bat it was finally decided that 
they should go baok and take the re 
mainiug brother out to Camp Parapet 
and hang him there. The other two 
were to be taken out and flogged, with 
an order to get out of the pariah In less 
oan half an hour.

The mob then started back to the jail; 


x> put their threats into execution. The 
ihlrd brother, Paul, was taken out to 
[he camp, which is about a mile di» 
tant in the Interior and there he waa 
tanged to a tree, his body hanging in 
full view of a morbid crowd during the 
day, as a warning: to the negro that 
they cannot "go about killing white 
people," as one of the members of the 
mob put in. 


The lynching was conducted very 


quietly, and not a shot was fhed dur- 
ing the entire proceedings. 


In the meantime the real murderer 


is at liberty and his brothers, wlio died 
to save him the fate which they met, 
will soon be resting in unmarked 
graves—heroes of a peculiarly distinc- 
tive type. The darkness which brooded 
over the place, only faintly lit up by 
the young moon, made the experience 
of the night one to be remembered. 
Hidden deep in the obscurity were the 
relics of the butchered men swinging 
in the night wind, while all about the 
silence lay undisturbed 
Man had 


come 
and 
gone and these were 


the 
only 
traces he had left of 


his horrible handiwork 
There is a 


general belief in that section that 
the murder of Judge Espinolt was the 
carrying out of a preconceived plot. 
The judge had been very strict in his 
rulings when the negro tough element 
of the parish were brought before him 
to answer charges made against them. 
It is believed that Julian precipitated 
too hfcfitily what might have been con- 
certed to be carried out later on; or it 
may be that the others of the negro 
parties to the plot became weak-kneed 
at the last moment and left Julian to 
act by himself 
The fact of the mur- 


derer having been so well stocked with 
ammunition would justify the belief 
that this or some other more desperate 
deed had been preconceived. 


Judge Espiuolt once saved the life 


of Julian. The part he took in poll- 
tics at the last election was displeas- 
ing to a white element which lives in his 
neighborhood, and they were taking 
him out in a wagon to put an end to 
his life. The dead judge interceded 
and Julian was allowed to comeback 
to Jefferson parish. A negro named 
Houston was in opposition to Espinolt 
for the place held by the judge at the 
time of his death, that of judge of the 
fifth justice court of Jefferson parish. 
Julian was a supporter of Houston, as 
were nearly all the negroes, and since 
Houston's fief eat there has been bod 
blood between the opposing parties 
and trouble has been expected for a 
long time 
Julian was Houston's chief 


lieutenant 


The judge could have saved nis life 


by taking hold of the hand in which 
the pistol was held, at the time he was 
first shot, but on account of being1 near- 
sighted he did not see the pistol. 


During the search for Julian on Sat- 


urday one branch of the posse visited 
the house of a negro family in the 
neighborhood of Camp Parapet, and, 
failing to iind the object of their search, 
tried to induce John Willis, a young 
negro, to disclose the whereabouts of 
Julian. He refused to do so or could 
not do so, and he was kicked to death 
by the gang.

The Start from Arkuuai City. 


ARKANSAS Cur, Kan., Sept. IT.—At 


high noon yesterday the carbines of 
100 cavalrymen cracked and the great- 
est race for homes that has ever been 
run commenced. Massed on the bor- 
der, south of this city, were fully 30,- 
000 people, all guided by one impulse 
and all eager for th« race. In the 
mass were many fast horses, aggre- 
gating in value many thousands of 
dollars, and many that could be bought 
in any horse market foi *10, yet every- 
one was confident that he would win 
the best quarter section. 
At noon 


every man held his watch in hand, and 
almost before the starting gun waa 
heard the shrill "Yip, yip," of tha cow- 
boys was heard. A patter of hoofs and 
the whole mass was in irresistible mo- 
tion. As it got under way it roared 
like an express train crossing a tres- 
tle. A dense cloud of dust arose aa 
the hoofs beat up tht* dry earth and 
soon eveloped ail in an impenetrable 
cloud. 


Away in front were the fast horses 


surrounded by 
the 
oowboys. Soon 


after they had disappeared dense clouds 
of smoke arose in their rear and those 
following knew that they had fired the 
prairie to retard those following A 
good many of the settlors were driven 
back by the flames and smoke. The 
grass is high and as dr\ as gunpowder 
and burned fiercely. 


A maiden lady named Sabetha Sharp, 


from Oklahoma City, went in on a 
boomer wagon. When it had passed 
over the first'claim she jumped out and 
planted her flag. Thousands of people 
had passed over it, but as she ex- 
pressed it: "It was good enough for 
her " After the rush wa«over she was 
offered $2,000 for it by a banker of this 
city 


A young man named Hill was mur- 


dered by a soldier of the Third cav- 
alry just as the rush was about to be. 
gin. Hill and two companions were 
on restive horses "which rushed beyond 
the line a couple of times They were 
warned bade by the soldiers. Just 
before the run took place, the liorbe 
ridden by Hill became very much ex- 
cited and got away from him. The 
soldier became enraged at the appar- 
ent disobedience of his orders and shot 
him through the head. The dead body 
of Hill was brought to this city and 
the soldier wa eplaced under arrest by 
his odfcers. 


Two men who have lived here a num- 


be r of years, and who have lately been 
on bad terms, got into an altercation 
about a claim a few miles south of 
here. One of them, Charles Kelly, was 
stabbed and instantly killed l>y Will- 
iam liartell, his head bein^r literally 
cut in twain 
Settlers on neighboring 


claims who witnessed the deed brought 
Bartell and the body of his victim to 
town last evening. 


At an early hour people began 


thronging to the Santa Fe railroad by 
thousands to be on hand for the trains. 
For hours a long line of men and 
women awaiting to buy tickets, ex- 
tended from the ticket window out 
half the length of the platform. Tho 
waiting-rooms and 
platform were 


packed to suffocation 
The 
crowd 


swarmed around the track and flagmen 
preceded the engines to keep peo- 
ple back. 
Seven train loads were 


handled into the strip from here, and 
the> were so crowded that several per- 
sons who were elimbinu to the tops of 
the coaches were jostled off and seri- 
ously injured 
The truinb moved very 


slowly or many would have been 
killed 


Rumors of many affrays are current 


here to-night, and while some may 
have occurred between Sooners and 
horaeseekers, it is absolutely impossi- 
ble to corro berate them. One is to the 
effect that five men were killed in a 
free-for-all fight over a valuable town 
site claim adjoining Blackwell, but-no 
particulars of it can be obtained here. 
An enterprising undertaker, who has 
great faith in the reported fatalities, 
started th**ee wagon loads of coffins for 
Kildare. The dead body of a Boomer, 
shot through the head, was found two 
miles west and one north of Kildare, 
yesterday afternoon. The body was 
taken to Kildare, but not identified 


Camp flres burned brightly all over 


the Cherokee outlet last night 
The 


great rush yesterday was to Ferry, 
where it is estimated that fully 20,000 
people were located last night 
Soon- 


ers got the best lots and a long line is 
now formed in front of the land office 
to make filings. 


One death was reported at 6 o'clock, 


that of a young woman named Maggie 
Markham, of Guthrle, whose horse 
stumbled as she warn riding into the 
town site. She was thrown to the 
ground and trampled to death by 
those who followed her. 


Tho Wild Bmh from Oaldw.U. 


CALDWELL. Kan., Bept. 17.—Two 


minutes after noon yesterday 10,000 
people who had gathered along the 
border south of Caldwell were rushing 
belter skelter into the strip in every 
direction as far as the eye could reach. 
Five minutes later the foremost and 
fleetest horsemen were mere specks, 
while in the distance behind them 
were hundreds 
of 
white-covered 


wagon*, drags and buggies, trooping- 
into tbe land of promise, leaving be- 
hind them great clouds of dost tomark 
to* lino. 


At 13 o'clock a cannon wa* fired Mv- 


sral miles east of the hills where 
light-aeers had aasemblad. Then came 
Carbine shots and the rt^ce for the cov- 
eted laud was befrnn. The race was at 
teat a fast one and hundreds of men 
tin horseback dartod forward to load 
the crowd. 


Two men on cafetjr bicycle* who had 


really gone Into the ttrip along the 
Rock Island track unobserved, ten 
minute* befarena, were for a long time 
ahead of everyone anj went out of 
•ightflret. 
..°"f™"»jted 
1"'»««.»»alf mile from 
the line got early in the lead, his horse 
running; like . weer. Suadenly tto 
nan toll to the groiiod M<1 ^ ^ 


dozen horses passed over him. His life 
was only saved by a cavalryman, who 
was near by and who, at the point'of 
& pistol, competed the wild drivers to 
turn aside. The man was (riven aid by 
the soldier and helped to his horse. He 
immediately dashed away again to re- 
gain his place in the procession. He 
was conspicuous in the crowd on ao- 
eount of his clothes, and people who 
had seen him fall and were interested in 
seeing him regain his place, were horri- 
fied to see him dashed to the ground a 
second time as his horse passed over 
Ihe hills a mile away. There was so 
much dust in the air that the man was 
not seen afterward. 


In fne meantime a train of thirty- 


five palace stock cam was made up 
here and run down to the line empty. 
Early in the morning a caboose had 
been sent down with the ticket sellera 
and three thousand tickets were sold. 
The boomers who were to ride on this 
train were made up in squads of 100 
and placed under a captain. 
The 


squads were ranged along the track 
every fifty feet, so that the stock cars 
might be filled without trouble 
The 


plan worked well, and one minute 
after the train pulled in the stook cars 
Were filled, the roofs of the cars, the 
tender of the engine and every availa- 
ble space on the train crowded with 
home-seekers. 


It was nearly a minute after the 


opening before the three engines, 
which it was found necessary to put 
on this train, could move it 
The 


boomers in the cattle cars feared that 
the horsemen were going to get ahead 
of them after all. but finally the train 
got in motion and away it went, the 
people on the tops of the cars cheering 
wildly, i waving hats, handkerchiefs 
and flags. The train stopped every 
five minutes to let the claim-seekers 
off. 


An hour after the opening the scene 


here was a quiet one again. Away 
in the distance covered wagons were 
seen moving slowly along, leaving 
their trail of dust behind, but none 
of the horsemen were visible, although 
the countiy for a distance of ten miles 
tn all directions could be seen. 


A Olty ot a Day. 


GunmiE, Okla., Sept 
18.—Sunday 


in a new town, especially a town made 
on Saturday afternoon, is never a very 
enjoyable day, and it was less so than 
Usual in the little city of Perry yester- 
day. 
The great majority of tents and 


supply wagons did not arrive until 
late in the night and everybody was 
busy putting up tents or shanties or 
tryinp to get away from a gale blow- 
ing from the south, filling eyes, noses 
and mouths with sand and making it 
impossible to see further away than 
forty feet 
A few ministers tried to 


preach, but could not make much head- 
way against the wind and sand, and 
the anxiety of the people to get up 
some mode of shelter 
So terrible has 


been the day and so great the discom- 
fort of tbe people that hundreds are 
leaving on every train. Still there are 
enough laft in Perry to make it the 
biggest city in the territory 


Thieves and gamblers were thick 


Saturday night, 
and people were 


robbed right and left 
Two men wore 


badly hurt and one was killed by the 
thieves. The number of fatalities will 
be much greater than at first sup- 
posed, but nine-tenths of the killed or 
injured were the victims of accidents 
Thomas McBride, of Oklahoma City, 
had his skull crushed by a stake in a 
quarrel over a lot 
One unknown man 


was shot, but not killed, in Red Rock 
creek 
Jesse 
Strong 
was cut in 


the head and face in a quarrel over a 
pony, and an unknown man was shot 
near Turky creek. Among those hurt 
or killed by accident were Mrs Charles 
T Barnes, of Eldorado, Kan., run over 
and killed; Mrs Sarah A Hughes, 
fatally crushed while getting on a 
train, Miss Sallie Freeman, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., leg broken; George Millet, 
crushed by train, John Wheatly, shot 
in leg'by accidental discharge of hia 
own pibtol; Wm. Browning, of Texas, 
fatally crushed under his horse; John 
Meally, leg crushed by train; Carl 
Byers, of Atchison, Kan., thrown from 
his horse; Henry Pointer, of Ohio, 
skull crushed by falling from a house; 
Harvey Cheney and Harvey Matthews, 
killed by riding over a bluff. Many 
riderless horses are coming in, and rft 
is feared that other persons are badly 
injured.

A more tired and 
disgusted lot of men was never seen 
together. 


They had gone to the opening unpre- 


p.ired for suQh a tremendous rush as 
occurred, and were mainly those who 
had depended upon the trains to take 
them into the strip 
The trains 


were out distanced by the honsomen 
and the \\ heelmen, and they got to the 
heart of the promised land only to find 
every claim pre-empted and every town 
lot gone.

A Statement From tbe Board of 


i>ady Managers. 


This report in reference to the Anna 


B. Millikin Home, looatad in the Fifth 
ward, ia fnrniahed the press by tbe Board 
oE Lady Managers: 


When the present managers were 


elected the indebtedness of tbe Home 
was over 92,000 and with only 4 cents in 
ihe treasury. The indebtedness was tor 
matron's salary, grooery bills, furniture 
and repairs. Moat of the repairs were 
made before the repair committee was 
appointed, the last of April. By entei- 
iaininents and donations we reduced the 
indebtedness to 91,051.43. 
The treas- 


urer had paid bills amoanting^to 8100, 
wbioh she has donated. We fonnd that 
owing to defects in the charter ihe Home 
could be sold to satisfy debta formed by 
any branch ot the nnion, ao the deed waa 
not given until a new charter was ob- 
tained uniting the Home and school and 
enlarging the board to seventeen mem- 
Mrs. 
The deed w«e then signed and re- 


corded. It was given freely and unre- 
servedly, only appointing five business 
men as trustees to attend to the soiling 
of the property and re-investing ot- tbe 
money in B similar institution if the 
trustees and board of managers ever 
thought it necessary. 


Owing to the many changes that had 


to be made, and unavoidable delays in 
accomplishing them, we did not give a 
report last year. In the printed repost 
which we will tarnish nt the close ot tbe 
year we will give a more detailed account 
ot funds given and work done. In the 
meantime onr secretary and treasurer 
will be pleased to furnish any informa- 
tion as to onr methods ot work. Oar 
books are always open to inspection as to 
receipts and expenditures.

eaid the estimates for the running ex- 
penses of the church for the present 
year amounted* to 94,866, of whioh gum 
the stewards at tho beginning ot tbe 
year reported good assessments upon the 
members to the amount ot 93,925, in- 
cluding 960 ot voluntary increase by 
some of the members. We began the year 
therefore with a deficiency of 9441— 
wholly unprovided for—deducting from 
this sum »250 ot the "penny collection"— 
there remained the sum ot 9191, whioh 
the pastor proceeded to collect at once. 
He also stated that the new members 
had been enrolled on the financial lists 
and placed in tbe hands ot a special col 
leotor with the collections to be reported 
by him. The pastor is assured that not 
only will the above deficiency be paid, 
but something left to apply upon other 
deficiencies. 


Nearly all the collections had been 


paid voluntarily by the congregation, 
without tbe personal aid ot the collector*.
